happy as ether children. As the Steward 
entered the room one fat little urchin,about 
twn years old, came toddling towatd him 
its lillle hands extended, and its tnoulh 
raised for a kiss, in the same manner, 
fond mothers, as your little ones do to you 
on going to school every morning, and 
without which the day would seem very 
long, both to you and to them. The Stew- 
ard stooped down, look Ihe little thing in 
his arms, and with the arms flung about his 
neck, he carried her through some rooms, 
and then set her down, when she toddled 
back quite happy to her nursery. It seemed 
to be daily recurrence, and something the 
child expected. Show me a man who is 
fond of children, wbo can feel with them 
In their little sorrow, and share theirjoys, 
aud I will show you a man who has a kind 
and generous heart beating under his vest, 
I care not how rough his face may be. 
Steward Tetter, the God of the orphan 
will reward you. At one end of the room 
was the mother of this child. She was a 
deaf mute and an idiot, and strange to say, 
the child seemed to have all its faculties, 
and to be quite as smart as other childrtn 
of like age. 


On leaving tho nursery, I asked ibe Steir- 
nl where the mothers of all these children 


were,.be said they were In the house, and ' 
that they had to stay as long as the children 
stayed; that if they wanted to leave they 
would have to take the children. NW I 
will ask the taxpayers of the county, is this 
a wise policy to pursue ? would it not pay 
better to keep the child, aud let the mother 
earn her own living? Why should tax- 
payers maintain an idle woman, while she 
is able to earn her own living ? I am well 
aware that there may be another side to 
this question, if so, I would be glad to have 
it. I simply'start this discussion, hoping 
that tho papers will take it up, and give it 
that alleulion which the importance of the 
question seems to ma to demand. 
Among Ihe inmates that attracted my atten- 
tion,was a very old man, who was confined 
in bed; be seemed lo bo Enduring from old 
ago, more than from sickness; as we entered 
his room he spoke to the Steward, and com- 
plained that he sent for Mrs. Fetter, and 
she never came near him ; to this the Stew- 
ard replied in the kindest manner that Iho 
messenger did not take her tlie message, 
which seemed to satisfy the old man.
